IRON ORE MINE IN 
MINN.: 41 DROWNED 


CROSBY, Minn., Feb. 6-—Two* 


powerful pumps droned an un- 
ceasing dirge for tha silent group 
at the mouth of the Milford iron 
mine today where forty-one mm- | 
ers were drowned w^en the bot- 
torn of a small lake literally fell 
in. It may be a week and it may 
be several weeks before search- 
ing parties are able to enter the 
mine and bring out the bodies of 
the men caught in the rush of 
waters, engineers eaid. 


Seven miners were able to get 


to the shaft and ride the "skip" 
to safety before the waters filled 
the mine. 


The rush of water was abso- 


lutely without warning and the 
accident was one of the most 
pathetic in American mining his- 


tory. 
The celling of the mine 


passage whose dangerous condi- 
tion was unknown to the miners, 
caved in and the waters came in 
more heavily than a cloudburst. 


Only the first to reach the shaft 


escaped, and they took the "skip." 
Others attempted to climb lad- 
ders but the flood waters caught 
them.

For efficiency, the parliamentary 
system with a responsible ministry is very much su- 
perior to our slow moving system." It is nearer to the 
people. The party in power comes to its task with a 
fresher mandate. And when it ceases to represent 
.the opinion of the country, there is an immediate way 
of ousting it from power. The Commons is supreme 
.while in power in Great Britain, and so Ion? as it ran 
control its natural following, there is no power in the 
kords or in the Crown that can stay its career. Be- 
sides, it can go back to the people at any time for a 
new mandate. 


f It is very significant that not a single new state 


;which has been organized during the last one hundred 
years has followed our example in organizing its gov- 
ernment. The South American States, which threw 
off title power of Spain and Portugal in the beginning 
of the nineteenth century, alone have followed our ex* 
ample. All the states which were formed by the treaty 
of Versailles have adopted the parliamentary system. 


With aU our checks,—the checks of Senate upon 


House, and House upon Senate, and the check of the 
Executive on both, and the check of the Supreme 
Court upon them all—the surprising thing is that any- 
thing can be accomplished. But we somehow lum- 
ber along, and the imperative urge of the people com- 
pels some action on the part of the various bodies re- 
sponsible for administration and legislation. 


Still, a number of modifications have been made 


in the fundamental law. No less than four new 
amendments have been added to the Constitution. A 
new one on Child Labor is imminent. And as the 
n*«ds of the situation arise, the people will find ways 
to overcome the checks which our too fearful founders 
felt necessary to curb the precipitate haste or the 
undigested opinions of the people.
